Coptracts bave been awarded to the Bethlehem 
Iron Works bv the Ordnance Bureau for ten: sets 
each of 10 and 12 inch gun forgings, and to the Mid- 
vale Steel Company for ten sets 8 inch forgings, 
twenty-five sets 3.2 inch field gun forgings, ten seta 
5 inch siege gun forgings. ten sets 7 inch howitzer 
forgings, and seven sets 12 inch mortar forgings. 





The Chicago Times recently reported Krupp’s re- 
presentative as saying that the Krupp gun to be ex- 
hibited in Chicago will be 87 ft. long. “lf it were 
fired on the lake front, the concussion would be so 
great that it would shatter nearly all the window 
glasses in Chicago. It would carry a ball from the 
lake frovt up over the housetops of Evanston, a dis- 
tance of fifteen or eighteen miles. Its initial veloc- 
ity is 4,500 ft. persecond. The gun will be shipped 
to America by a special steamship and transferred 
to Chicago from the seaboard by cars made espe- 
cially for it.” 





The 10-inch Woodbridge wire wound steel gun 
that bas been in progrees of instruction at Water- 
town Arsenal for the last two years, has been com- 
pleted as far as the work at that arsenal is con- 
cerned. All that remains to be dove prior to send- 
ing 1t to Sandy Hook for test, viz., rifling it and put- 
ting the breech lock in place, will be done at the 
Army Gun Factory at Troy, N. Y. Major J. W. 
Reilly, Ord. Dept., commanding the Watertown Ar- 
senal, has already shipped the gun to Troy for com- 
pletion. It isa perfect piece of workmanship and 
reflects great credit upon Dr. Woodbridge, who su- 
perintended its construction, under direction of the 
commanding officer, aud upon the mechanics em- 
ployed uponvit. Whether wire winding is the best 
method of strengthening guns will probably be 
satisfactorily tested when this gun reaches Sandy 
oe which ought to be within the next three 
months. 


The new Belgian rifle is so protected by a mantel 
that the barrel will expand without interfering with 
the shooting qualities of the weapon, while a con- 
tinuous fire can be maintained, owing to the cover- 
ing beating soslowly. Large numbers are now be- 
ing manufactured at Liege for issue to the troops. 
As to the results following the use of small bore 
weapons, Sure.-Capt. Nichols, in a lecture published 
in the British Medical Journal, says: ‘* Magazine 
rifies will multiply tbe number of very severe 
wounds within limited distances, and, owing to their 
longer range and greater accuracy, will increase the 
general number of wounded by extending the fight- 
ing area. The means of aiding the wounded will, at 
the same time, be pushed buck further to the rear. 
The new bullets, from their small size, hardness and 
increased force, will render wounds inflicted be- 
yond a limited area, when not in vital parts or im- 
plicating bones, more amenable to treatment. The 
general increase in the number of wounded to be 
provided for will be beyond tne means of the Army 
Medical Service to cope with, and therefore volun- 
teer aid by neutrals may be fitly employed under 
the control of the Army Medical Department as 
well on the field of battle itself as in the hospitals in 
rear of the army. The organization for this purpose 
should be at once settled.”

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IN BERING SEA. 


U. 8. 8. MoOHICAN, AT Sn, Aug. 14, 1892. 


Tue Postmaster General does not run the mails in 
thi« part of the U. 8S. with much regularity; neither 
do they come very often, and there are not many 
chauces of sending letters from here. My short ex- 
perience in this duty convinces me that blockade 
duty during the late war was a delightful pastime 
alongside of this cruising in the Bering Sea. 

We expect to leave this part of the world for Sitka 
about Sept. 20. Several of the officers hxve been 
summoned to appear at that place Oct.3 as wit- 
nesses in the case of three of the schooners that we 
seized in Cook’s Inlet for catching sea otter illegally. 
I bardly suppose that they will send us back here 
again this season. We seized a whaling schooner 
that was fooling around the seal rookeries at St. 
Paul Island about a month ago. She bad no seal 
skins on board at that time, but she had the imple- 
ments, guns end salt. The Adams has run in one 
schooner, an English fellow. The Corwin run in an 
English schooner; the captain is a Yank; they sent 
ber to Sitka. They think that they have evidence 
that will land her skipper in the penitentiary. A 
whaling bark was caught fooling with seal skins; 
they bad them in a barrel, beaded and marked sal- 
mon. She was sent over to Sitka. 

There are very few schooners in Bering Sea this 
season. I think that the whaling vessels are getting 
a good wholesome lesson. Whilethey all say thut 
they do not take seals, no one would accuse them 
of kicking a seal over the side of the ship if 1t would 
jump on board. Next season the whaling fleet in- 
tend to cruise for whales in Bering Sea. Will have 
anetting placed around their veeselsto keep the 
seals from jumping on board, You must know that 
the seals are very play’ul up this way in June and 
July. They are so anxious to get out of or rid of 
their skins that thev will geton board of whaling 
vessels in spite ot the extreme unwillingness on the 
part of the whaling captains to hayetheir skins. 
Good skins are not worth more than $l0or $15 a 
piece, and as one skin will occupy about the space 
of a half-peck measure, it stands to reason that they 
do not wish to fill up the ship with stuff of so little 
value. I wantto gceta couple of seal skins, but so 
far I bave had no luck. While I haveseen thousands 
of skins they are all occupied by a seal and I am not 
permitted to kill one. 

Unalaska, "Aug. 19.—We arrived on the 17th and 
found the Yorktown and Ranger in port; the Adams 
came in last evening. Thisis the first time that all 
the naval vessels have been in port at onetime. The 
Yorktown is repairing and will be here for a week 
yet. Weexpect to leave here next week, and to 
make two wore cruises before we leave for Sitka, 
which will be about Sept. l5or 16. We shall, no 
doubt, get to Mare Island about Oct. 20, and sball 
be delighted when we get back to Frisco again. * 








BISHOP ELLIOTT OF TEXAS,

REPORT OF THE SMALL ARMS BOARD. 


Tus report of the Small Arms Board recommend- 
ing the adoption of the Krag-Jorgensen rifle, as 
first announced in the JouRNAL, has been approved 
by the War Department. The Board has been dis- 
solved and steps wil! be immediately taken by the 
Ordnance authorities for the manufacture of a 
number of these rifiesatthe Springfield Armory 
for trial with the view to formal adoption in the 
military service. 

The following is the text of the Board report ‘and 
the endorsement thereon of General Flagier, Obief 
of Ordnance. General Grant, Acting Secretary of 
War, and General Schofield have both approved the 
endorsement of General Fiagler: 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD ON MAGAZINE ARMs, 
Army Burtpise, New Yor« Cry, Aug. 19, 1892. 


The Board was originally constituted by General 
Orders No. 136, Headquarters of the Army, Adju- 
tant Generai’s Office, Nov. 24 1890; changes were 
subsequently made in its composition by the fol- 
lowing Special Orders from Armv Hesdquarters, 
viz.: No, 289, Deo. 11, 189% No. 153, J':ly 6, 1891; No. 
284, Dec. 7, 1891; and No. 17, Jav. 21, 1892. 

fhe Board m~t atthe Army Buidiog, New York 
City, Dec. 16, 1890, and bas since continued in ses- 
sion from time to time whenever avy arms were on 
band ready for trial or there was other matter 
pending to engage its attentien. The period for the 
original submission of ups vas limited by the Sec- 
retary of Warto July 1. 1892, though arms with- 
drawn for correction might in the discretion of the 
Board be received later—of this latter privilege ad- 
yantage hus been fully taken. 

The original order required the Bosrd “to con- 
sider and recommend a suitable magazine system 
for rifi-s and carbines for the military service,”’ 

Subsequent instructions (see in record of proceed- 
ings those for Nov. 3, 1891) required an opinion as 
to the merits of the calibre 0.39 Springfield single 
loader and its ammunition, and a's (seein record 
of proceedings those for June 30. 1892) an “‘opimion 
as tothe relative merits of a magazioe arms and a 
single loader for use in the United States service.”’ 

Toe firat of the above wentioned opinions was 
submitted soon after it was required and will be 
feund in the proceedings of the Board for N »v. 3, 
1891; avd a supplementary report was rendered 
July 28, 1892; see proveedings for that day. Upon 
the other matters the Board pow reports as fol 
lows. inall fifty-three guns have been subjected 
to trial, including, besides the product of afferent 
private inventors, both American aod foreigo,.the 
small-arms officially adopted for the armies of the 
following countries, viz: Austria Guogary, Bel- 
gium, Denmark, England, France (for cavairy), 
Germany, Japan, Portugal, Roumania, Russia and 
Switzerland. 

Each of the different magazine guns examined 
can be placed in one of two general classes, depen- 
pendent upon the manner in which their fire can be 
delivered. ‘ 

First. Those which while the magazine is charged

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MEUM ET TOUM. 

THE State of New York had occasion recently to 
call into service eight thousand young men, who 
were summoned hastily from their business, com- 
pelled to put their means of livelihood in jeopardy, 
and to sabmit to} unwonted hardships that they 
might assist in protecting the public peace and 
securing the public safety. They were ill-sheltered, 
ill-fed, and obliged to submit to what, from their 
point of view, was very serious Ceprivations to 
say the least. The National Guard of Pennsyl- 
vania has recently had similar experiences. And 
what these Guardsmen bave endured is luxury 
compared with the hardships to which officers of 
the Regular Service have been condemned in sea- 
sons of active campaigning. With the prospect of 
death,and even of torture,added to that of inevitable: 
personal discomfort, they have parted without a 
murmur from those to whom they were united by 
the tenderest of all ties, and their complaints, and 
the rising tears of wives aud children, have been 
held in check by the thought that this was only 
duiy. The agonies that have been eadured by 
those belonging to the Army, in uncomplaining sub- 
mission to this highest of all behests, are alto- 
gether beyond the power of description. We speak 
from personal knowledge when we say, too, that no- 
where are there to be found women of finer mold or 
nigher breeding than in Army and Navy families. 
They have as keen an appreciation of luxury and 
comfort as any, yet they stand always ready to 
submit to discomfort and hardship, to separation 
for ibemselves, and danger to those dearer to them 
than life at the bidding of authority. 

One of our ex-Presidents tells of an occasion when 
he was in a dilemma as to where to find a tiusted 
investigator to send toa distant territory to make 
some important inquiries. He summoned General 
Sberidan, then at the head of the Army, to the 
White House, and told bim of his difficulty. ‘‘Do 
you wish me to go, Sir?” asked Sheridan. “TI 
should like to have you go,” answered the Presi. 
dent, ** bat [ will not order you to go.” “* Certainly 
I will go, if you desire it,” said the old soldier. 
‘* When will you be ready?” ‘* To-night,” and be- 
fore sundown Sheridan was on his way West, re- 
turning in due time with a report upon a matter 
involving political consequences, which bis superior 
acted upon with the absolate assurance of the fidel- 
ity of his agent, whose political sympathies were 
not his own. 

Sach is the impression that the military character 
in its best expression makes upon the intelligent 
civilian when be comes to understand it. Army 
and Navy men are not less selfish by nature than 
others, but with them subordination to public 
duty, the sacrifice of comfort and even of life for 
the general good becomes a second nature and they 
act from it as instinctivelyas men of a different 
training follow the impulses that make them the 
slaves of their fears, the bond servants of the selfish- 
ness which is always blind to its own true interests. 

Recently the President, who, within the limita- 
tions of law 1s as supreme in civil matters as he is 
im military, has thought it necessary to issue his 
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Jawation forbidding the free entrance to the 
gountry of foreiga tourists who arrive on vessels 
gudjected to the suspicion of bringing with them the 
germs of the deadly disease now gaining a foothold 
jn Earope. The most be bas asked of them has 
been that they shou'd prolong for twenty days a 
yoyage Upon a steamer fitted with all the appliances 
for such comfort as is possible within the limita- 
sons of an ocean voyage, and going far beyond a 
paval officer's wildest dreams of luxury during tbe 
period he is compelled to be at sea, which is from a 
third to one-balf of his life as an officer. 

That women and children delicately reared and 
purtured should be subject to even this much re- 
straint, is @ matter for serious regret and the 
possibilities of contagion add to the discomfort of 
the situation, But men and women, trained in Army 
or Navy life, and subject to similar experiences, 
yould find compensation for much personal de- 
privation in the consciousness that public duty re- 
quired it of them. The crueller hardships to. whic> 
the passengers arriving upon the Normannia have 
been subj-cted since they left that vessel excite a 
much more. profound sympathy. Yet they appear 
tobave resulted from the unwillingness to yield 
to the necessities of a di-comforting situation on 
the part of those who are too much accustomed to 
bave their own way in everything, to submit to be 
erocsed in matters personal to themselves. Quar- 
antine officers are not employed fc: the purpose of 
providing first class hotel accommodations for 
tourists, and itis altogether unjust to demand 
more of them thanis required by the duties of 
their office. Itis their province to stop incoming 
vessels upon the danger line; and to remove the 
sick and suspects to where they can be properly is 
olated and can receive proper care. Upon the 
steamship company rests the responsibility of pro 
viding for those who remain on the vessel. The 
whole difficulty at the New York Quarantine seems 
to have resulted from a failure to recognize this 
principle, and there is no class so utterly helpless 
when thrown upon tbeir unaided resources as 
those whose ideas of self help consists in ringing a 
bell and ordering what you want. 

Hardship and suffering, however brought about, 
ate entitled to sympathy and respect, but thiey 
become no more and no less worthy of cousider 
ation because they touch a class of people who are 
nearer to us than otbers may be. Whatever cau legiti- 
mately be done for them should be done, but it 
seems to us a somewhat violent stretching of reme 
dies to upset the entire economy of two communi 
ties that some of the highly favored of earth should 
be released a few days earlier from a necessary de- 
tention upon shipboard. There is something to be 
said in the behalf of the Long Islanders, whose 
means of livelihood is brought into jeopardy by 
establishing a quarantine station in their neighbor 
hood. Every argument used to quiet their fears 
can be applied with equal force to the confinement 
of quarantined persons within the limits of the ves- 
sel bringing them to this country, aad that would 
solve the whole difficulty. As it is, the adminis- 
tration of our military affiirs has been interfered 
with and the Naval Reserve and organizations of the 
National Gaoard have been called out, thus widely, 
and it seems to us unnecessarily, extending the circle 
of the discomfort which inevitably result from the 
presence of cholera in the harbor of New York. 





NEW SHIPS FOR THE NAVY. 


TugsE are busy times for the Bureaus of the 
Navy Department which have to do with the de- 
signs for and construction of vessels-of-war. The 
current work is unusually heavy, owing to numer- 
ous changes in desigus, and in- addition they are 
now actively at work upon plans for the new bat- 
tleship and armored cruiser authorized by the last 
Congress. Secretary Tracy hopes to have the de- 
tailed drawings for these ships ready for the in- 
spection of prospective bidders by November, and 
by Jan. 1 to let the contract for these two ships, 
and also for 7,000 or 8,000 tons of armor plate, 
which will be needed for the completion of some of 
the vessels now building and for the two vessels for 
which plans are now being made. These contracts 
Will be the largest ever given out by the Depart- 
ment at one time, aggregating, as they will, nearly 
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$13,000.000. Speculation is already rife as to who 
will get them. The Messrs. Oramp and the Uaion 
Iron Works will probably be the only competitors 
for the two vessels. At any rate, they will have 
an advantage in the competition, for, having 
already in course of construction similar sbips, 
they will be spared the expense of making many of 
the pattern plates which would devolve upon a new 
competitor. In this respect the Messrs. Oramp 
will also have an advantage over the Union Iron 
Works in the competition for the armored cruiser. 
Many of the patierns of the New York, it is pre 
samed, will be available for this yossel. Net hav 
ing built a vessel of this type, the Union Iron 
Works would find it necessary to make an entirely 
new set of patterns, the cost of which would neces- 
sarily be added to their bid. The honors will be 
even with the battleship, for both firms are now 
building vessels of this type, the Oramps having 
the Indiana and Massachusetts and the Uuion 
Iron Works the Oregon. Toe prediction is made 
im some quarters that the Messrs. Cramp will get 
the armored cruiser and the Union Iron Works the 
battleship. Some of the Bureau officials would 
like to see the ships built in the Navy-yards, but 
ander the law this cannot be done until after pub- 
lie competition, and those interested in the rapid 
growth of the Navy are very glad of it, for ex 
perience has shown that the Government yards can- 
not compete #ith private builders, either in the 
naatter of cost_or time, in the construction of war 
vessels. 

The plans for the armored cruiser which is to be 
named the Brooklyn, contemplates a vessel of 
9,150 tons displacement, a thousand tons greater 
than the Wew York. She will also be 20 feet longer 
than the New York. Otherwise ber general di- 
mensions will be about the same. One of the 
principal differences will be in the battery and its 
arrangement.

The 8-inch guns of the new armored cruisers are 
mounteé in barbette turrets with large train, and 
protected by armor 8 to 5 inches in thickness. Her 
machiuery is divided into 4 engines, two in each 
shaft, each engine in water-tight compartments. 
It is estimated that the new vessel will have a coal 
endurance of 15,000 miles at a speed of 10 knots, 
as against 13,000 miles for the New York. 

The battleship, which will be koown as battleship 
No. 4, until a name is selected for it will also be a 
thousand tons greater displacement than the three 
now building. All of her principal dimensions are 
slightly increased, as will be seen from the follow- 
ing comparative statement:

EAR ADMIRAL GueRaRDI, accompanied by Lieu- 
tenants Wom. 8. Potter and Ridgley Huot, his sec- 
retary and flag lieutenant respectively, is now en 
route across the continent to take command of the 
special equadron which is to visit South Pacific ports 

He left New York on Tuesday night for Caicago 
where he will spend a day inspecting the World's 
Fair buildings, and from thence will proceed to San 
Francisco. According to his sailing instructions, 

which he received personally in Washington in the 

early part of the week, be will withina few days 
after bis arrival in San Francisco holst his flag ou 
the Bultimore and proceed to San Diego, with the 
cruisers Baltimore, Uharleston and San Francisco, to 
take part in the 350th anniversary of the discovery 
ot that point by Vabrillo. The vessels will remain 
there until joined by the cruiser Boston, now on ber 
way back from Honolulu, and the gunboat Fork- 

town, at present cruising in Bering Sea. The five 
vessels willthen begin their special or diplomatic 

cruise. This will be along the Mexican coast, stop~- 
ping at Mazatlan, Manzanillo, Acapulco and Tehu- 
antepec; then at Panams, Guayaquil, Chimboteand 
Lima, in Peru; thence to Valparaiso. The vessels 
will remain about ten days at Valparaiso, and in the 
interval Admiral Gherardi will visit Santiago to call 
upon the President of Chili, to whom, as to other 
authorities in other countries, he will present the 
respects of the President of the United States, and 

give a special invitation to President Montt to a re- 
ception on board the Baltimore. At each of the 
Places where he stops Admiral Gherardi will make a 
special visit to the Government officials to present 
the invitation of the President to participate in thé 

naval review. He expects to arrive home the latter 
part of February. What portion of this fiset he will 

bring around the Horn depends upon the condition 
of affairs on the Pacific side when he is ready to sail 
from Valparaiso. The Department had contem- 
plated bringing the entire fleet of new vessels to this 
coast for the naval review, but the citizens of the 
s'ope have raised such a vigorous protest against the 
withdrawal of the vessels from that quarter that the 
authorities have about abandoned the idea of bring- 
jDg all the vessels here. At the present time it is not 
certain thatany of the fleet except the Baltimore 
will be present at the review. 








Crvit Exotneer Ropert E. Peary, U. 8. N., has 
returned from his Greenland expedition covered 
with glory, and it is a significant fact that the most 
completely successful of all the Arctic expeditions 
thus far, taking into account its freedom from mis- 
hap, bas been the one in which a woman took part. 
Mr. Peary had the misfortune to break his leg at 
the outset, and the geologist, Verhoeff, was lost in a 
crevasse, Otherwise the expedition has been most 
fortunate, and brings back the record of the fur- 
thest north thus far, viz: 81 deg. 37 min. lat. 24 deg. 
long. It has carried out almost to the letter the 
original programme, The convergence of the 
Greenland coasts above the seyenty-seventh paral- 
lel, the deflection of the main divide to the north- 
west above thesame parallel, the termination of 
the continental ice cap below Victoria Lolet, and 
the existence of iarge glaciers in ali the great 
northern flords are among the discoveries. 








Tue Twenty-sixth Nativnal Kocampment of the 
G. A. R. at Washington, D. C., next week, promises 
to surpass any of its predecessors in one respect, the 
attendance of members of the organization, which 
has a wondrous vitality. Several of the distin- 
guished leaders during the war are expected to be 
present, and the city of Washington itself will fur- 
nish # large contingent of men who took leading 
and subordinate parts in the great struggle.

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DiscHABGED soldiers and marines who anticipated

has appealed the case tothe Supreme Court. This 
means many months delay, for with the crowded 
condition of the Supreme Court calendar there is 
little prospect of the oase being reached during 
the comingterm. Officials of both the War and 
Navy departments are confident that the Supreme 
Jourt will confirm the judgment of the Court 
of Claims which in its opinion made it very clear 
that enlisted men discharged at their own request 
before the expiration of their term of enlistment 
are entitled to transportation aud subsistence from 
place of discharge to point of enlistment. The War 
and Navy Departments would have been willing to 
have accepted these judgments as final, but the ac- 
counting officers of the Treasury, who have always 
held to the contrarv, insisted on an appeal. 








THE new undress coat for all general officers, offi- 
cers of the general staff and staff corps, recently 
fully described in the JouRNAL, has been approved 
by‘the Commanding General of the Army, and the 
uniform regulations will be amended accordingly. 
The coat was originally designed for the officers 
above named, but General Schofield has authorized 
ite use for all officers, line and staff, with the modi- 
fication that the braid may be omitted when officers 
areinthe field. A sample coat, which has been on 
exbibition in the office of Major Volkmar at the 
War Department for some weeks past, has been 
seen by a large number of officers, and has met 
with general approval. 





Tue long expected change in the inspectorsb'p of 
ordnance work at the Washington Navy Yard 
went into effect on Sept. 15, when Capt. W. T. Samp- 
son formally relieved Comdr. Charles O'Neil, who 
has 80 ably filled the important position for the past 
two years. Comdr. ©0’Neil goes to duty at Boston 
as ceneral inspector of the Marblehead, which he will 
command when ready for sea. Capt. Sampson will 
be assigned to duty as commandant of the Navy Yard 
upon the expiration of Commo. Skerrett’s term of 
duty in addition to the inspectorship of ordnance, 
it being the purpose of the authorities to consoli- 
date the two positions. 








Boarps for the examination of candidates for po- 
sition of Ordnance sergeant were largely in order 
this week. Strictures have been made upon the se- 
verity of the examination as required by the regu- 
lations recently prepared by the Ordnance Depart 
ment. We have read these regulations, but are not 
prepared to say that they are toosevere. Any sol- 
dier who has been a non-commissioned officer the 
length of time necessary to be eligible for the posi- 
tion in question should certainly be up to the re- 
quired standard of professional efficiency.

That the nation whiob, in the later staces of a war, 
be it long or short, when the newest sbips have re- 
ceived their wear and undergone their hammering, 
the nation which then can put forward the largest 
reserve of ships of the older types will win the 
struggle.” Another mistake is that of supposing 
that naval history, in which is embodied the naval 
experience of past ages, was of no present utility to 
us. Captain Maban has so ably refuted this fallacy 
in his published volume that his views on this sub- 
ject are already well known. Ths main part of the 
address was devoted to an exposition of the neces- 
sity for study asa means of preparation for com- 
mand. The {singular absence of attention to the 
application of established principles to modern 
naval evolutions was dwelt upon at length. The 
professional mind is not busying itself with the con 
siderations and principles bearing upon the con. 
duct, or art, of war at sea. There is no demand, and 
therefore there is no sunp'v.

© BECENT DEATHS. 

News was received on Tuesday of the death at 
Folkestone, Eng., Sept. 12, of that distinguished na- 
val veteran, Rear Admiral John Cumming Howell: 
U. 8. N., retired, Admiral Howell was born in Phil- 
adelphia Nov. 24, 1819, was educated at Washington 
College, Penn., and entered the Navy as midsbip- 
man June 9, 1536. He was promoted lieutenant Aug. 
2, 1849, commander July 16, 1862, and captain July 25, 
1866. Heservedin the*North Atlantic blockading 
squadron in 1861, commanded the steamer Tahamo 
of the Eastern Gulf blockading squadron in 1862 3 
and the Nereus of the North Atlantic squadron in 
1864-5. He was recommended for promotion by Ad- 
miral Porter for gallant service in the two actions 
at Fort Fisher. He was fleet captain of the Euro- 
pean squadron from 1868 to 1870, and spent the two 
following years as commandant of the League Is- 
land Navy-yard, Philadelohia. He was commis- 
sioned commodore Jan. 29, 1872, and was transferred 
to the Portsmouth (N. H.) Navy-yard. From 1875 
to 1878 he was Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks,’and at various times was Acting Secretary 
of the Navy. He was promoted arear admiral April 
26, 1877, and commanded the North Atlantic and 
European equadrons from 1879 till his retirement in 
1881. His father was Richard Lewis Howell, who 
waa an officer of the Regular Army from 1812 to 1815. 
and his grandfather, Richard Howell, served with 
distinction in the Revolutionary war, as major of 
the 2d N. J. Inf , and was Governor of New Jersey 
from 1794 to 1801. Admural Howell had been ordered 
by his physician for change of air from London to 
Fol«estone, where his iilness assumed an alarming 
form. He died at the Victoria Hospital, whither he 
was taken for treatment; his daughter, Mrs. Cheston, 
was withhim. He wasa man of distinguished ap- 
pearance, attainments and services, and rejoiced in 
the sobriquet of “the Bayard of the Navy,” a man 
“without fear and without reproach.” His wife, 
who was a daughter of the late Commodore Stock- 
ton, died abroad some three years ago. 


THE Adjutant-General has been informed of the 
death of Capt. Rufus P. Brown, 4th Inf., which oo- 
ocurred at Wallace, Idaho, Sept. 13, from pneumo- 
nia. Capt. Brown was born in Ohio March 1, 1845, 
graduated from the Military Academy July 1, 1862, 
and appointed 2d lieutenant, 4th Inf.,in which he 
served until his death, first at Plattsburg and then 
at various times on frontier service at Forts Omaha, 
Laramie, Fetterman and Bridger, at Red Canon, 
Wyo. He wason recruiting service from Sept. 20, 
1885, to Oct. 24, 1887, and served as regimental quar- 
termaster previous to bis promotion to captain July 
14, 1890. His appointment as Ist lieutenant was dated 
June 10, 1876. He was in all respects an efficient 
officer.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 

RIOT DUTY OF THE PENNYLVANIA GUARD. 

In his report addressed to the Adjutant-Genera) 
of the Army, Aug. 30, Col. W. J. Volkmar, A. A. G., 
U. 8. A., describes the circumstances of his detail to 
inspect the Pennsylvania Guard and the doubt that 
arose as to the expediency of carrying it out when 
the Guard were ordered into the field for riot duty. 
This yielded to the urgent request of Gov. Pattison, 
it being stipulated, however, that Col. Volkmar was 
not to personally participate in any collision that 
might occur. This is the third during the past eight 
years that Col. Volkmar has visited the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania on official duty and he re- 
fers to previous reports upon their efficiency, de- 
scribing in brief once more their organization and 
equipment, with which our readers are already 
familiar. The arms are the Springfield .45, model 
1878; the accoutrements are sadly worn; some of 
the clothing unserviceable, through hard field ser- 
vice, and desirable additions to the dress are still 
lacking. The cavalry equipment is inadequate and 
the field guns and harness of the artillery utterly 
obsolete, dating from 1861. Passing over these rou- 
tine matters and coming to eubjects of more imme- 
diate interest, we find Col. Volkmar saying : 

However, the foregoing defects in actual equip- 
ment of the three arms of service in the National 
Guard of Pennsylvania, are merest incidents which 
would undoubtedly be corrected instantly iu time 
of war. The Guard has the necessary organization, 
the personnel, the discipline and drill, to render it 
a formidable fighting unit. Newly equipped, it 
could take the field, certain of making the lasting 
a of officers intrusted with its command. 

te in the evening, Sunday, July 10, Governor 
Pattison received by telegraph from the Sheriff of 
Allegheny County, a proper, legal demand for 
troops. Within an hour the executive order there- 
for was delivered to Major-Genera! Snowden, Com- 
mander of the Guard. y 11.80 p. m., Gen. Snowden 
had telegraphed his own detailed instructions to 
the several brigade commanders, living in widely 
separated sections of the State. It may be assumed 
then that the first step for mobilizing the Guard was 
taken about midnight Sunday, July 10. 

A copy of the Governor’s order to Gen. Snowden 
is enclosed; it briefly directs him to “* put the divis- 
ion under arms and move at once to the support of 
the Sheriff of Allegheny Uounty at Homestead in 
order that peace may be maintained and all per- 
sons protected in their rights under the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the State.” 

No more trying season, day and hour could have 
been deliberately selected to test the ability of the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania to quickly as- 
sembie. It was a midsummer Sabbath midnight; 
railway and telegraph offices were generally closed 
until Monday morning; many officers and men 
were away from howe, seeking at seaside and moun- 
tain resorts relief from the prevailing intense heat; 
regiments and companies located in remote farm- 
ing or mining regions were practically inaccessible. 

The staff were not to be deterred by any such ob- 
stacles. The railway telegraph lines were open, 
even if those of commercial lines were not. When 
necessary, therefore, messages were sent to the 
nearest railway “ block” available, couriers there 
employed and despatches carried tnrough to des- 
tipations. The Associated Press early became 
aware of the intended movement, and their bulle- 
tins sometimes indirectly warned troops, even ere 
official orders were received. 

Calling out the Men. 

Illustrating some of the difficulties of communica- 
tion, the 2d Brigade (Gen. Wiley) is so scattered— 
companies of thesame regiment being sometimes lo- 
catea 150 miles apart—that the brigade inspector in- 
formedme a “mileage” of over 3,000 miles is necessary 
to make a single official] visit to all companies of that 
brigade, some being not even situated upon a rail- 
way line; yet orders for concentration were com- 
mupnicated to every company by 9 o’clock A. M., at 
the latest, Monday, July 11, and in four hours there- 
after ove certain company, located nine miles from 
a railway, bad been gathered from harvest field 
and workshop, moved io wagons to the railway and 
was in waitidg for its cars before these had arrived. 

The 34 Brigade (Gen. Gobin) is widely dispersed 
through the centra! part of the State. e received 
hie orders about 12.30 o’clock A. M., Monday, July 11, 
awakened his adjutant general and began notifying 
bis colonels by telegraph. This brigade was assem- 
bled at Lewiston, Pa., by sundown and delivered 
before widnight at the place of final concentration 
4 the division in the extreme western part of the 

tate. 

The lst Brigade (Gen. Dechert) is located in Phila- 
delphia, excepting the 6th Regiment of Infantry, 
which is scattered through Chester, Delaware and 
Montgomery Counties. Gen. Dechert received his 
orders at midnight, Sunday, July 10. He employed 
a Western Union telegraph operator and half a 
dozen District Telegraph messengers, opened a tele- 
graph office at his Brigade Headquarters, collected 
bis staff, wired the coloneis of regiments, sometimes 
repeating the same order to several points to make 
certain of receipt, and by 11 o’clock a. m., Monday, 
bis command was embarking upon the cars, en route 
to the point indicated for concentrating bis brigade. 
The adjutantof one of his regiments informed me 
he did not receive his own order uptil 7 30 a, M., 
Monday; be reached the armory by 8 o’clock and 
bis regiment was at the railway station a little after 
10 o’clock, the early morning newspapers having 
given first notice to many men. One regiment ar- 
rived at the final brigade rendezvous with every 
officer and man present, excepting a field officer ab- 
sent on leave in a foreign land. 

The system for notifying men is unique and very 
interesting. A captain in a western regiment ex- 
plained to me his method which, if not uniform 
throughout the entire Guard, is substantially fol- 
lowed by many officers. The company was divided 
into *“ squads,” each under charge of a sergeant, 
corporais and privates of squads being greuped, as 





far as practicable, according to residence or place 
ofemployment. In case of a call to armé the cap- 
tain (who invariably ptt | his pocket an ad- 
dress book of his men, containing house and busi- 
ness addresses and nearest telephone number) noti- 
fied the sergeants in the quickest way and they, in 
turn, the men of their squads. 

The captain of another company of infantry. 
located in Pittsburgh, described his plan. Many of 
his men are employed in large industrial works 
thereabouts. He sent in a “ general call” from the 
central telephone station, to works in which many 
of his men were employed. News of the orders for 
assembly was thus communicated to one establish- 
ment in particular, the foreman of which instantly 
stopped labor and directed all belonging to the Na- 
tional Guard to advance to the centre of the work- 
shop. ‘‘ Men, your regiment is ordered under arms, 
go to your armories; your places will be — + for 
you here.”’ Over 25 men hastened from that shop to 
their ranks. 

In «ve regiment there was a company consisting en- 
tirely of coal miners. When the captain actually re- 
ceived his orders, Monday morving, bis men were 
miles under ground among shafts and galleries of 
mines, yet the orders were communicated to the 
men who dropped their mining tools, ascended to 
the surface and were soon in their places in ranks. 

Toe cavalry troop of one brigades is scattered over 
a farming region many miles in extent. he orders 
were communicated, the men assembled at the 
troop rendezvous with their private horses, the 
troop loaded on the cars, transported to the far 
western point of mobilizing the Guard, and was one 
of the first orgenizations to arrive there. 

The cavairy of the Guard seems to be especially 
alert in these matters. I watched the Philadelphia 
troop of city cavalry loading their horses in the 
cars when leaving Homestead. They possess a well 
built “ramp” or cleated gangway, which they ha- 
bitually carry with them in service. It is braced 
with iron and has claw hooks to engage in the iron 
sill upon which slides the side door of a stock car. 
The borses are thus easily passed from the ground 
to the car, or the reverse. A trightened or obstin- 
ate horse is blindfolded and helplessly backed from 
the car to terra-firma, or vice versa, without deten- 
tion of remaining stock. 

So, too, with the artillery of the Guard ; the three 
batteries are all under good captains, with a vet- 
eran of the war as Chief of Artillery. These bat- 
teries are so accustomed to embarking and disem- 
barking from railway trains every year, that the 
eannoneers usually need no outside help. In dis- 
embarkiag one battery at Homestead, the menac- 
ing attitude of “ strikers ’’ made it necessary for the 
battery commander to quietly send for infaptr 
support, but this was notin the nature of manua 
assistance in unloading the guns. 


The Strategy of the Mobilization. 


Almost at the same time as this assembling of the Penn- 
sylvania Nationa! Guard. United Srates troops had also been 
ordered out by the President on account of disastrous labor 
disturbances in the far distant West, where the railway was 
at once deliberately obstructed or broken by “ strikers ” to 
prevent the coming of troops. So, at Homestead, the re- 
cent use of firearms, dynamite, combustibles, etc., with 
savage treatment of helpless prisoners, all indicated prob- 
able ces to occupancy of the place by the National! 

uard, 

Fortunately, about the time of the outbreak at Home- 
stead, an officer of Maj.-Gen. Snowden's staff was engaged 
in military duty in the western part of the State. Foresee- 
ing that the Guard would be called out, he promptiy re- 
paired in civilian dress to Homestead, where with equal 
ye the revolutionists stopped him and demanded 

is business. With a countenance proverbial for impenetra- 
bility be made them believe he was “only a newspaper re- 
porter,” devotjng himself industriously to a thorough mili- 
tary reconnaissance of the place and surroundings, made 
hasty topographical sketches, and escaped with these in 
time to jvin bis general, to woom he brought this valuable 
information. It shuld be mentioned that this gentleman 
aay J amo for some years as a cavalry officer of the Regu- 

ar Army. 

Four thousand workmen had recently left the Carnegie 
mills; many were well armed and all were arrayed against 
constituted civil authorities. In Allegheny County there 
were known to be many thousands of idie men, part of 
whom pertained to the “ dangerous classes,’ who would 10 
all probability join the Homestead “ strikers” in case of a 
fight with the troops; so it became desirable to occupy that 
place by surprise, avoid a collision with hostile elements 
and avert possible bloodshed on both sides. * * 

Owing to threatened dangers and possible outbreaks else- 
where in Pennsylvania, it was deemed best not to move the 
lst Brigade from Philadelpbia directly to Homestead, but 
to hold it in reserve at some place whence it could, if need- 
ed, be quickly thrown to other points in the State. It was 
therefore ordered to hasten from Philadelphia to Mount 
Gretnoa and there await furtber orders, its cavairy troop, 
however, to proceed by first train toward Hom - This 
brigade reached Mt. Gretna about sundown, Tae July 
ll; it numbered 2534 officersand men, not including the 
Philadel! obia cavairy troop hurried to the front. 

Tne Homestead “strikers"’ supposed the troops would 
descend upon them from the direction of Pittsburg. To 
disconcert everybody, theretore, the 2d and 3d Brigades 
were publicly ordered to rendezvous—the 3d at Lewiston 
and the 2iat Brinton. The 3d Brigade having assembied 
with great oelerity at Lewiston, by sundown, Monday, 
moved west ward immediately with Gen, Snowden and Di- 
vision Hea tquarters, ostensibly to join the 2d Brigade at 
Brinton. To further mystify the public, the objective of 
both the 24 and 3d Brigades was next announced to be 
Blairsvilie Lotersection, but quickly afterwards secret or- 
ders were given, over the railway wires only, to run all 
troop trains to Radebaugh, which information was

At Radebaugb, midnight, Monday, July 11, Gen. Snowden 
gave his final orders for the direct descent upon Home- 
stead.

A pro- 
vost guard, consisting of a regiment and a half of infantry, 
to be chan: daily, was placed at the provost marshal’s 
disposal. It established its lines in front of Homestead, di- 
rectly facing the large brick building used as headquarters 
of the Amalgamated Association of [ron and 8t°el Workers 
—the fruitful parent of all the local troubles. Eatire com- 
panies of this provost guard were throwo forward as out- 
posts at the railway stations of Homestead City farm Land 
(separating Homestead from the Carnegie mills), at Mun- 
null Station and at other points. Their locations are all in- 

jcated upon the accompanying map of Homestead, Mun- 
bail and the Carnegie mills. 

Back of the provost guard camp, but bigber up the steep 
slope, was placed the camp of the cavairy squadron, while 
crowning the bills and upon a smal! plateau were the camps 
of the two infantry brigades. A two-story frame school- 
ho situated at the eastern edge of the plateau was oo- 
eupied as Division Headquarters; here a battery encamped, 
its guns Overlooking Homestea’i and the mills. Across the 
river, a mile ener. could be seen the “ provisionai” brigade 
already descri . The largest photograph furnished here- 
with makes ail these dispositions clear. 

Signal stations were soon established on both sides of the 
Monongahela River, aod communication constantly main- 
tained betweeo the separated forces by flag, bellograph, 
and lantern. It is true there is no regular signal corps 
in the Guard, but yarious officers bave voluntarily takea 
interest in signaling, and an aide-de-camp of Gen. Snow- 
den was fortunately owner of a pair of U. 8. service heli- 
ographs. When dense smoke rising from chimneys of the 
Carnegie works rendered signaling with flags impoasibi 
the penetrating power of the heliograph flash enabi 
troops on opposite sides of the river to maintain almost 
constant communication by dav. Lanterns were used b 
night, and a telegra line was built to Division Head- 
— upon the bill, connecting with commercial lines, 

e practical usefuloess of signaling having been so 
plainly seen at this time, the Guard is now takiag steps to 
establish a regular sigua! corps aod make it as efficient as 
that drawn from the 12th Infantry, National Guard of 
Pennsylvania, at this time. 


Encampment of Troops, Subsistence, Supply and Hygiene. 


The beautiful camping ground of the Brigeie at et. 
Gretna bas been so often described in rts already ren- 
dered to the War Department that I no add pothing la 
that respect. At Homestead camping placeg were chogen 
for purely stratezical reasons and not perposes bt 
emony or drill. The camping ground t rovieignal 
brigade on the north side of the Monongahela prefer- 
able to that of the main force on the Hom ‘side, Here 
there was little or no shade, the ground very. broken, and 
there was almost no place where more thana iment 
could conveniently manguvre atatime. At first, indeed, 
there was even pv water ror the main camp, but the Na- 
tional Guard of Pennsylvania includes in its ranks wen of 
every profession and trade,and all are fertile in expedi- 
ents. Considerable quantities of throe-inch iron pi 
soon found, mains were laid all the way, from the Monon- 
gabela River to the heights of the camp, and branches were 
then extended throughout it. Skiliead guardsmen ocoupled 
the steam pump-hbouse of the Carnegie milis, connected it 
with the imprevised mains,and :hus provided their thou- 
sands of comrades upon the distant bills with a steady and 
bountiful supply. 

Tentage. 


The tentage of the Guard and the manner of its sto or 
distribution from the State arsenal at Harrisburg, T have 
described in a former report. I now renew my previous re- 
commendations that it be carefully marked aod systemati- 
cally stored, in order that what pertains to particular or- 





tions may always be easily recognized whenever 





fully concealed, even from the colonels of the regi ts on 
the cars. 

As already stated, Radebaurh is on the main line of the 
Pennsylvania Raiilr ad Company, about 29 miles Bast of 
Pittsburgh. Near Brioton a branch line runs towards the 
southwest, emerges from a tunnel at the Monongahela 
River, crosses it by a bridge of Port Perry, whence trains 
may proceed down the South bank of the river to Munhall 
and Homestead. 

Radebuaugh is a lonely place in the quiet country. There 
are no houses, railway station or telegraph office, but there 
are seven long railway sidings which will accommodate 
many cars. These sidings were ordered cleared and the 
troop-trains steamed in upon them at iatervals of a few 
minutes, uotil the whole of the 2d and Brigades, num. 
bering about 6,000 troops, were massed there in orderly, 
military fashion. Tnis general movement was complete 
before midnight, Monday, July 11, and the Guard waa thus 
assembied under arms xnd transported hundreds of miles 
from home in leas than 4% hours from the instant the order 
was given. 

Since the ride of Paul Revere, when “embattied farmers 
fired the shot heard round the world,” there has surely been 
no more notable gathering of earnest, patriotic citizen-sol- 
diery ; it is a shining monument to the enterprise and ability 
of the officers wno planned and executed it. 

Next to the zeal and efficiency of the personnel of the 
Guard, the incredible rapidity with which this little army 
of between eight and nine thousand troops was as. 


bipped or received, For want of such method there was 
sometimes inconvenience during the recent emergency. It 
was true that the flaal destination of the Philadelphia bri- 
gade could not be determined at first; so its members were 
without shelter until it could be known whether that bri- 
gade would remain in reserve at Mt. Gretna or promptly 
join the main force at Homestead. Neither could it be 
known, at first, that a “ provisional” brigade would be 
eventually formed at Radebaugh; concsqaseny teatage for 
the force embarked at Swissvaile procee led to Homestead 
in bulk with that /or the entire and 31 Brigades; there- 
fore the provisional brigade near Swissvaie was also with- 
out shelter until sufficient teotage could be separated from 
the mass at Homestead and be resbipped by a roundabout 
course to the detached command. Such m r could 
per’ be averted hereafter by piaialy marking all tents 
according to the custom inthe Regular Army; I have de- 
scribed it to the adjutantand quartermaster generals of 
the State who se*m to regard it favorably. Io the Penaayl- 
vania National Guard the adjutant general is accountabie, 
by law, for all equipage, and issues are made under his di- 
rection and orders. 
Subsistence. 


The general principle for subsisting the Guard 1 described 
in the earlier part of this report. When the Guard was or- 
dered out, all were directed to come from home provided 
with three s’ cooked rations. In the intense eagerness of 
all te start, it is not to be wondered that some negiected this 











precaution, or that others, like the proverbial Army re- 
cruit, coneumed in one day the haversack supplv intended 
for three; vet there wus, asa rule, only good humored allu- 
sion to empty stomachs. and the anbeistence department was 
working recu'arly i an incredibly short time, 

For the forces at Homestead ana across the river, the Di- 
vision commissary of subsistence contrected at Pittsburg; 
supplies were daily delivered by rail. Fresh beef for two 
days siternated with salt meats end bam for three. The heat 
was intense and, when ereatest., a!! fresh meats were cooked 
as goon as received, The division quartermaster supplied a 
crrioad of ice daily and thus actual sufferi: g wae spared, 
The men huilt of lumber rude kitchens and storage bins for 
supplies; cookirg was done by methods described in my 
former reports and there was little complaint beard about 
meals. A few companies hired cooks, but mst were sup- 
plied from the ranks, There was great rivairy in this re- 
spect, and one neeied to be present to know that a cordon 
Dleu was occasionally bidden beneath the uoiform of a pri- 
vate guardeman. Surely no ataff department labored harder 
‘than did the subsistence officers, and the success of their 
efforts is attested by those who enjoyed the fruits of their 


work. 
Medical Corpse. 


Of the medical Department much can truthfully be said 
in the wav of praise. The bospitel service was managed 
regimentally, under the supervision of the surgeon- 
general and the division and brigade surgeons. With 
a little more suthority placed in the hands of the 
officers of the medical corps in the matter of control 
of company-bearers, acting hospital corps men, Cu. 
there would be nothing to unfavorably remark, The beat 
during the encampment was terrific and finally all drilis 
bad to be suspended, yet at Homestead the men seemed 
able to perform their extraordinary guard and outpost 
duty, in heavy marching order, for 24 bours at a time, 
without an excessive amount of sickness or of prostration 
bv beat. At no time was more than 30 men of the 6,000 at 
Homestead actually excused from duty on account of 
sickness, One cxse of scarlet fever developed in camp, but 
the sufferer was immedistely isolated and transferred toa 
hospital! at Pittsburgh. Not a single death occurred during 
the whole time I w»s with the troops. In Homestead there 
were vile nests of utter filthiness among the more degraded 
part of the !nbabitants, but, under authority of the Gov- 
ernor, medical officers of the Guard assumed control, hired 
laborers and teams, bought and used disinfectants ia large 
quantities and epeedily removed causes that might bave 
ended in pestilence during the hot term, 


Disctpline of the Guard. 

Seven years »¢o, io reporting upon these troops, I used 
langusge which I cannot do better that repeat here as es- 

jally apropos: 

“The citizen of Pennsylvania who takes the enlistment 
oath in the Guard. does so with a profound sense of bis per- 
gona! r-sponsibility to the State, e-pecially in sections 
where turbulent and reckless elements sre a constant men- 
ace to trarquillity of the commonwealth ; so the Penosyl- 
vania National Guardsman dons his uniform and presents 
himself for duty at both personal risk and business cost. 
Secrficiog bia winter evenings to drill in the armory, re 
linquisbing bis brief summer holiday in order to attend the 
annual encampment where be accepts the rudest conditions 
of a bed upon the bare ground and the ration of the com- 
mon soldier in time of war, he exemplifies the hichest ap- 
preciation of the duty of a citizen to the community in 
which he lives, and deserves from State and National Gov- 
ernments all and even more than the slender aid he re- 


ceiver. 

“* No flock is without its black sheep; ’ and while possibly 
there msey be found occasional exceptions to the geueral 
rule of order, decency and respectability characterizing the 
Nationa! Guard of Pennslyvapia, taken as a whole ; still, 
as an organization, the Guard represents the intelligence 
and worth of the citiz ns of the State, and the records of its 
bureau of military justice show that none are more zealous 
than tbe Guard itself in eliminating unworthy members 
who may heve found their way int» its ranks ” 

During al! the trying scene- at Homestead, I heard of but 
two fi:grant violations of decency, order and discipline ; 
ore bus become notorious through the press, but the public 
bas vot known all the facts, 

When the Guard arrived at Homestead the inbabitaots 
prepared an acroit plan well calculated to induce the troops 
to affiliate with the populace. With quiet, soldierly dig- 
nity, the commanding general frigidly declined to enter- 
tain such overtures. He instantly became the target for 
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began to distribute among enlisted men printed circulars 
of most persuasive but incendiary character, with the evi- 
dent object of inducing laboring men in the Guard to de- 
sert ite ranks and join the strikers. It was almost an un- 
necessary precaution for officers to seize and burn this 
literature, wherever found, for the mass of the enlisted 
men indignantly repudiated such reflections upon their in- 
tegrity and the uniform they wore. 

Matters reached a climax, one day, when the hand of the 
assassin was raised; fora moment no one could tell who 
would fall heneata the next shot,and great excitement 
prevailed. In Homestead the provost guard speedily dis- 
persed crowds clustering about posted telegraph bulletins, 
while enlisted men disposed to gather in groups were or- 
dered at once to their tents. In defiance of this orler, one 
man proposed cheers for the assassin,and was dealt with 
summarily, if not in exatt accordance with forms of law. 
Io the State of Delaware, for example, legal punishment 
for much leas offences than inciting to mutiny and murder, 
is beavier than was inflicted in this case. There are times 
when immediate example is absolutely necegsarv, ard 
although the one to which I allude has brought down upon 
the Pennsylvania National Guard, asa body, most unmer- 
ited obloquy, it is certain that hesitation might bave easily 
resulted in gatherings which cculd have been dispersed 
on'y by ordering one part of the force to fire upon another. 

Under all the circumstances, officers concerned had to act 
quickly; what they did has been misrepresented as well as 
misunderstood. Scarcely cannon shot from that place is 
the once bloody ground of Braddock’s Fields, and the pages 
of our country’s history are by no means silent as to 
methods Washington recognized as sometimes justi fable in 
maintaining discivline among alleged “ patriots * unworthy 
of that name. Recordsof the Revolutionary Army show 
that for an offence punished to-day by moderate fine and 
confinement under charge of the guard, a Continental sol- 
dier received 200 lashes on the bare back, * well laid on,” in 
presence of troops regularly paraded to see it. 

Guard Duty. 

Referring to so much of my reports of 18°5-18%6, as relates 
to performance of guard duty, and to recommendations I 
then made, I invite attention to inclosed “instructions for 
guards and sentinels,” published by the present Adjutant 
General of the State. They were printed in sufficient 
quantity to give every body a copy for use during expect- 
ed regimental encampment this summer,and their spirit 
was earnestly carried out. What hai formerly seemed to 
many enlisted men only meaningless ceremony, now reach- 
ed their understanding asa most solemn part of duty in 
protecting life and property. 

Besides the provost guard of a regiment and a half 
changed daily, as described in an earlier part of this re- 
port, there were the usual troop, battery, regimental, bri- 
gade and division headquarters guards. I bave certainly 
never seen anywhere sentinels more alert, day and night, 
than these seemed in performance of duty. Courtesies to 
those entitled to them were notably observed by day, 
whilst atter dark I found it idle to attempt to cross a sen- 
try’s post, unchallenged and prooerly identified, if I hap- | 
pened to be without the countersign. There was ro 
“horse-play”’ with recruitson post, for the first time this 
year ba'l cartridges were in tae rifles now and nohody feit 
like taking risks with the man atthe trigger. There were 
several night alarms, and the way in which troops got un- 
der arms ou those occasions was admirable. The onject- 
lessons of the recent emergency will bear good tiruit 
throughout the Guard for years to come. 


Courtesies. 


A general neglect of prescribed courtesies, alluded to in 
my former reports upon these troops, bas now been partly 
corrected; failure of soldiers to salute officers was excep- 
tional. Still l observed some such cases and preseotiy 
learned to account for them by noticing numbers and let- 
ters upon caps of the men. It is the colonel, after all, wno 
creates a floe regiment, the captain who mikes a perfect 
company. If the captain will iasist upon bis men invaria- 
bly giving himthe prescribed salute, whether in the ar- 
mory or in camp, nobody entitled to that honor will tail to 
receive it. With one of the most particular of the inspec- 
tors, I followed out this matter and satisfied myselt it was 
no question of country or town, regiment or brigade, but 
of tne captains of the companies. 
Reduction of the Field Force. 

After eight days in camp, the reserve brigade was author- 
ized to leave Mt. Gretna, but even after the men were upon 
tne cars they did not koow, until trains changed direction 
at Lebanon Junction, whether they were en route to Home.

By F iday, July 29, it seemed safe to reduce the force at 
Homestead to one brigade and this was then done, General 
Snowden departing with most of his staff, leaving Ge 
Wiley there with the 84 Brigade and in full charge of affairs, 
A week later, under authority of the Governor of the 
Srate, General Wiley relieved all his brigade excepting the 
15°b and 16th [nfantry and a battery of artillery at Home- 
steal, with half of the 10th Infantry, under its colonel, 
upon the opposite side of the Monongahela. 

Tne troops on the H >mestead side of the river were paid 
of under direction of the Adjutant-General of the State, 
Fridey, August 5, and on the following day I started from 
Pittsburg to comply with the directions of Governor Pat- 
tison to report to him in person. Oa August 9I received a 
telegram from the Adjutant-General of the Army saying 
that my services were needed in Washington as soon as pos- 
sivle and I arrived there that night. So far as I am now 
informed, General Wiley still remains at Homestead with 
two or three regiments, aud there is no likelihood yet of 
this force being withdrawn. The morning I left bis camp 
there were 1516 enlisted men for duty. Io the Carnegie 
Works the manager informed me there were also 1,500 
“pon-union ” workmen for duty. Tbe inference 1s plain— 
a soldier was kept for the protection of each individual 
workman, uotil the “strikers” should desist from attack- 
iag men who were quietiy obeying the scriptural injunc- 
tion—" be ye content with your wages.” 


Conclusion, 

Inclosing this report, which bas reached unusual length 
owing to peculiar circumstances of field service of the Na- 
tional Guard of Pennsyivania this year, I desire to bear 
witness to the earnestness of the soldiery of that State in 
thorougbly learning what military duty really me:ns, and 
in doing. It is not yet anything like a perfect machine, but 
is trying to become one and may well serve as a good model 
to other commonwealtbs. Io the higher grades, it is offi- 
cered by veterans of tbe War of the R»bellion who are now 
teaching a new generation of soldiers how to appreciate 
and apply military knowledge of to-day. 

To Governor Pattison and bis suite, to General Snowden, 
Gobin, Wiley and Dechert and their respective staffs, as 
weil as to many individual officers, I make sincerest ac- 
knowledgments of courtesiesand warm hospitalities impos- 
sible to forget. F

WELL DESERVED CRITICISM. 

A WRITER in the New York Times, “H. H.” (Hugh 
Hastings), hae some sharp and well deserved criti- 
cisms of the Military Organization of the State of 
New York. Hereaches the following conclusions, 
some of which are undoubtedly sound and others 
need to be carefully considered to see whether there 
is not danger that in jumping out of the frying-pan 
we may land in the fire. ‘“‘H. H.” says: 


I. Abolish the present organization, including the Gov- 
ernor’s stuff. 

Tl. Form the Guard into a division, commanded by a Ma- 
jor General, with a staff selected forthe especial fitness of 
the officers. 

itl, Eradicate all tin soldiers from brigadeand regimental 
st» ffs, and supplant them with officers who are competent to 
fil! ‘he positions to which they miy be assigned, 

TV. supply every company witha complete camp outfit. 

V. Reduce the rank of the Adjutant General from Major 
General to Brigadier General. 

VI. Form the separate companies into battalions and pro- 
visional regiments, with a complete and efficient regimental 
staff, conepicuous not for political, financial or social, but 
for s idierly, ability. 

VII. Enlarge the scope of the present Camp of Instruc- 
tion at Peekskill, by which regimental and brigade Commis- 
saries and Quartermasters may be permitted to exercise 
some Of the tunctions of their office, As it stands to-day, 
this camp is a pretty close corooration, run notso much in 
the eee of the Guard as of certuin officers with a politi- 
cal pull, 

VIII. Increase the compensation of troops when called 
upon tor State service.

He further says: 

Under the New York system, with the exceptions of the 
Adjutant General, the Inspector General, the Surgeon Gen- 
era', the Geperal Inspector of Rifle Practice. and tbe Chief 
of Ordnance, who, by the way, is under bonds for the faith- 
ful and bonest discharge of his duties, the staff isa wortbless 
and useless appendage. The ranking Officer of the Guard is 
a staff officer, the Adjutant General. Under the reculations 
of the Army of the United Scates,a staff officer “shall not 
assume command of troops unless put on duty under orders 
which specially s» direct by authority of the Piesident.” As 
the Governor's military advisor the Adjutant General bas 
become de jure the Commander-in-Cnief of the National 
Guard of the State,an inexplicable inconsistency to mili- 
tary men, who are aware thatthe Adjutant General of the 
Reguiar Army ooly bears the commission of a Brigadier 
General and commands nothing but his own office—and 
scarcely that if his assistant possesses a substantial political 


ull. 

¥ The Chief of Artillery on the Governor’s staff, the Q. M. 
General, the Commissary Genera! of Subsistence, the En- 
gineer in Chief, the Paymaster General, the Judge Advo- 
cate General, and the six aides are, on the whole, a parcel of 
wooden heads, who know more about drawing checks for 
campaign tunds or for wine suppersin honor of what the 
common people term “his Excellency” than fulfilling the 
duties and requirements of the honorable and honored com- 
mission which they carry. 

Exceptions might be made, as for instance in the 
case of General Earle, who has had some artillery 
experience, but on the whole this is true and the 
pity ’tis tis true. How many of the gentlemen re- 
ferred to in the last paragraph turned up during the 
trouble at Buffalo? They were not missed and 
were, no doubt, quite conscious of the fact that 
the military efficiency of the State was in no way 
lessened by their absence. No man who has not 
been trained to discharge the duties of a high 
military office has any right to accept it. What 





should we think of a man who hung out a éign asa 
surgeon and proved himself incapable of perform- 
ing the simplest operation in surgery? The busi- 
ness of shooting men, and all connected with it, is 
one of the most serious that dny man can engage 
ip, and it should not be entered upon without ex- 


perience. It is quite tidie that we cried a halt in 
this business of multiplying military titles that 
mean nothing. 





GUARD DUTY AT FIRE ISLAND. 


Tae National Guard of New York were again call- 
ed upon this week for active service—the 69th and 
léth Regts. and the Naval Battalion being ordered 
to proceed to Fire Island to protect State pro —¥y 
and preserve order there incident to the land- 
ing of quarantined passengers. The orders to the 
69th Regt. and the Naval Reserve were received 
about 1 A. mM. Tuesday morning and directed the as- 
sem bling of those commands before 10 A. mM. at Pier 
36, N. R., the same oy. The Naval Battalion offi- 
cers received their orders earlier than the 69°b, con- 
sequently they assembled at 8.30 a. m. Tuesday 
morning, the orders in most cases being sent out be- 
tween 2and3a.Mm. I[t was not until about 2 45 a4. m. 
Tuesday that the work of summoning the members 
of the regiment began. The first work of notifying the 
officers and men for the unexpected service devolved 
upon Lt. Col. James Moran and Maj. Duffy. It re- 
quired considerable hustling on the partof every 
one, and the quickness with which the men needed 
were assembi+d and ready to move and at such short 
notice was decidedly creditable. Col. Cavanagh 
was at the armory before5 A. mM. Capts. Lynch, Cole- 
man, Mortimer, Morgan, Lt. ~~ and Adjt. 
Murpby and other officers were early on the scene. 
A detachment of 250 men was called for and the ac- 
tual number equipped in heavy marching order and 
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embarked on the transport Pegasus at the vier of 
the Providence and Stonington Steamebip Oo., N. 
R., was 238. The members of the Naval Battalion 
were aboard earlier and numbered about 229 men. 
The Ordnance Department of the Siate had all its 
supplies early on hand. There wasa delay, pooeren, 
in waiting for some supplies belonging to the Na 
Battalion from the Navy-yard, which prevented the 
departure of the steamer until 12.45 P. M. Comdr, 
Miller had charge of the steamer, which be equinped 
with a “search light.” Commo. E-ben, U.3. N.. at 
the Navy-yard, furnisbed on requisition a steam 
launch and two cutters, a Hotchkiss guo, cutiasses, 
revolvers,ammunition and other needed supplies, 
When the Pegasus started for Fire Island the boats 
were towed behind. The menof both commands 
were enthusiastic in their work; there was no con- 
fusion. 

The voyage to Fire Island in the face of a severe 
storm, increasing in.violence every minute, was a. 
very perilous one. The wind when the Pegasus war 
off Fire Isiand light, just about dusk, was biowing: 
at arate of 30 miles an hour with a big sea that al- 
most buried the steamer, and the buoy marking the! 
entrance to the inlet could not be found. Water 
came into the fire room, and it was decided to put 
back to New York. All hands were severely shaken 
up, and a large number were sea sick. The steamer 
struck a sand baren route home, but sustained no 
apparent damage. Communipaw was reached about 
230 A. m.,where the vessel remained all night. ln pur- 
suaoce of orders both commands were relieved from 
further duty, as the 13th Regt. was already at Baby- 
lon, and the presence of additional trouble was not 
deemed necessary.
